Boots worn by William Hedlund, 
missing operator of an Edison 
company sub-station in San An- 
tonio canyon, were found today to 
give further credence to the re- 
port the man was drowned Wed- 
nesday afternoon. He hag not been 
seen since the height of last week’s 
rain storm, 

A right boot, worn by Hedlund, 
was found this morning by Dick 
Bryan, about 2% miles south of 
where Hedlund was last seen. 
Bryan is a Chaffey junior college 
student. Boots with a special de- 
sign were reported by Bryan to 
have been issued by the Edison Co, 
recently to its employes. 

Boot Identified 


Bryan identified the boot as 
that worn by Hedlund due to the 
fact that it is mew and bore the 
special design. Earlier the boot 
for the left foot was found by Mrs. 
E. M. Sawyer a short distance from 
the sub-station. 

Hedlund is the only person 
known to be in the flood-swept 
area that has not been accounted 
for. One report that he had been 
seen at Camp Baldy was being

Death of Hedlund brings to five 
the number of persons drowned in 
the Upland and Camp Baldy dis- 
trict during the storm. 

Hedlund, new in this district, 
was on relief duty during the ill- 
ness of E. M. Sawyer, regular oper- 
ator. Early Wednesday afternoon 
he left the sub-station to make a 
survey of the size of the flood 
stream. Before he returned a 
cloud-burst higher up in the moun- 
tains sent down a wall of water. 
Mrs, Sawyer and her daughter, 
Lorraine, staying at the sub-sta- 
tion, saw Hedlund from a distance 
a3 he attempted to make his way 
back to the station. 

Since then there has been no 
trace of Hedlund, other than the 
unconfirmed report he had been at 
Camp Baldy. 





Firemen’s Cabin In 
Canyon Wiped Away 
By High Waters 


Upland firemen's cabin in San 
Antonio canyon was swept away 
by the flood. 

The building that hag served for 
many years as a popular mountain 
retreat for firemen and other or- 
ganizations is among the toll taken 
by the high waters. 

It is impossible for persons to 
get near the site of the building 
but from several sources the re- 
port has come that there is, noth- 
ing left of the structure. E. C. 
Mehl, chief of police, who headed 
a searching party to Camp Baldy, 
said the building is gone, 

The structure was erected years 
ago by the volunteer firemen as a 
recreational center and a canyon 
home. b

That no lives were lost among 
the 200 frantic men in the federal 
transient camp in San Antonio 
canyon is considered one of the 
marvels of last week's storm. 

James Nado, not 20 years of age, 
who left his home in Springfield, 
Mo., is now at San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital for observation. 
He was one of the near victims. 

“During the first night of the 
rain the men were ordered out on 
the’ side of the canyon,” the youth 
explained. “The water came up 
fast and the fellows in charge

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This Is Conservation Week 


By proclamation of Governor Merriam this week is being 
observed as California Conservation week. And in designat- 
ing this observance the governor no doubt had a broad con- 
ception of the term conservation—including, in all probability 
—water, timber, fish, game and soil. Irom the local Forest 
Service office in San Bernardino comes the following inter- 
esting points regarding the importance of conservation as it 
aifects our own district: 

“Leaving out entirely for the moment any consideration of 


our mountain areas and timbered lands, let us consider only 
inhabited valleys, towns and communities engaged in agricul- 
tural, mining and metropolitan pursuits. These communities 
probably present as wide a diversity of living conditions— 
and climate—as are to be found in any area of similar size any- 
where in the world. The residents of these communities, 
whether in desert towns, country, citrus groves or metropolitan 
areas, form the citizenry of the great California commonwealth. 
Added to these we undoubtedly have annually the greatest 
transient population of any state in the Union. 

‘‘The topography of California is such that all this popula- 
tion—permanent and_ transient—down to the last individual, 
are dependent directly or indirectly on the mountain areas of 
the state for their daily existence. 

‘‘The national forests of the state contain within their 
boundaries approximately twenty million acres of federal or 
publicly owned lands. These lands are all virtually under one 
form of use or another. Stockmen utilize the grasses and herb- 
age for conversion into beef, mutton and wool; timbermen reap 
the harvest of trees to furnish lumber for the markets of the 
world, and reereationists by the millions enjoy the hunting, 
fishing and other outdoor recreational facilities afforded by 
these wild Jands of ours. An immense and valuable heritage 
—and one which brings many millions in wealth to the pockets 
of our citizenry annually—to say nothing of intangible values 
which cannot be expressed in dollars and cents. 

‘““Take reereation, for instance. In the San Bernardino na- 
tional forest a very few years ago the annual total of recrea- 
tion visitors Was a scant one-quarter of a million people. For 
the fiseal year ending June 30, 1937, the estimated number of 
visitors to the local national forest area reached a figure close 
to two million. No one twenty years ago could have ever 
dreamed of sueh an influx of people seeking outdoor recrea- 
tion and yet there is every indication that this figure will in- 
erease from 8 to 10 per cent annually during the next decade. 
Fifty years ago an occasional vaquero, sheepherder or miner ; 
twenty years 2go a few hardy motorists and wagon travelers; 
today. thousands and thousands of high-powered motor cars 
in almost endless lines traversing the mountain highways. 

““These same mountain areas form the watershed for our 
valley lands and metropolitan areas. From these brush and 
tree covered slopes must come the moisture to maintain the 
water level beneath our valley floor. The connection between 
watershed protection and users of the mountains is obvious. 
The people have every right to enjoy their great heritage of 
the outdoors for recreation whether to escape the summer heat 
or to enjoy the winter snows. The watersheds which form 
the very lifeblood of our local existence must be protected even 
in the faee of the heaviest recreation use. The more people 
the greater fire hazard threat, for a watershed burned over 
means following tioods and erosion and later water loss until 
the native cover can be replaced by the slow process of Nature. 

‘*Conservation, therefore, has a greatly added meaning to 
Southern California counties. It means protection and present 
use and enjoyment, with the additional obligation that the 
right to enjoy the same privilege must be conserved for future 
generations. Protection to the layman, therefore, means his 
utmost endeavor to leave the mountains as he finds them—an 
area of restful beauty. There is no better motto for the moun- 
tain traveler to bear in mind than the time honored slogan of 
the Forest Service with which we have become familiar through 
the years—‘Help Prevent Fires’.”’ 

Just at this time, following the disastrous storm of last week 
—the admonition regarding forest fires may seem untimely, as 
may also other features of the above article. However, it is 
not the spirit of Californians to ‘‘lay down’’ under such con- 
ditions—or any other misfortunes that may come—and already 
the task of digging out and rebuilding has started. Buildings 
in the resort area will again spring up and enterprise will flour- 
ish as before. Roads will be rebuilt; cabins will be erected. 
At this time no plan has been developed as to how these things 
wili be accomplished—but they will come. 

Such a flood as this latest one in San Antonio canyon has 
not been experienced before in the lifetime of any persons now 
living. This is emphasized by the fact that trees more than a 
hundred years old were swept away by the onrushing water 
that took with it everything in its path. 

Rebuilding will take several years—but it will be done. 
That is the spirit of the people.
